PARIS,  May  26. — The  r.overnment 
is  standing  tiy  Its  determinal  ir)n  to 
prosecute  Marcel  Cachin  and  other 
Communists  charged  with  acts  de- 
signed to  Jeopardise  the  state.

Too  much  altogether  wa.  made  of 
the  rec.nt  "crisis"  between  Britain 
an<l  Russia.  It  was  not  a  cri.i.  in 
any  real  aensr  of  that  word.  A  break- 
ing ia  ,thc  trade  relations  betwrm 
the  two  c  iintrifs  would  have  made 
but  little  difference.  There  were  but 
lew  political  con.iderations  involved 
as  there  are  no  political  relationships 
between  the  twu  countries,  in  :> 
political  Mnle  it  i.

h.tvc  sufferelJ  t>erause  imtil  she  can 
show  her  good  faith  to  the  nations 
they  will  flot  recognise  her  Govern- 
nicnt.

It  must  depend  upon  the 
cooperation  of  all  the  partner  States 
of  our  Oceanic  Commonwealth  and 
upon  the  full  development  of  the 
resources  and  man-power  of  that 
Commonwealth  as  a  whole.  It.  t»  to 
the  younger  navies  of  the  I'.mpire, 
based  upon  tlie  strnnt;  and  vigorous 
national  life  of  great  and  Rrowing 
communities,  linked  with  ours  in  the 
most  intimate  unify  of  tradition  and 
thought  and  training,  that  we  must 
look  in  the  future,  aa  well  as  to  that 
old  parent  Navy,  of  imperishable  pa.t 
renown,  but  al.o  of  unquenchable 
youth  and  vigor,  for  whtch  I  have  the 
honor  to  r^:

Mr,  Stanley  Baldwin  will  a<ld  to 
the  strength  of  the  British  Cabinet 
l>y  the  ineln.ion  of  Lord  Robert  Cecil 
and  Mr.  Reginald  McKenna,  and 
especially  may  thi.  be  .||id  in  relation 
to  the  latter.  Mr.  McKeima  {.  one* of 
the  greatest  financial  authorities  in 
Britain.  There  is  n^  name  held  m 
higher  repute  in  the  City  of  lyondon 
He  will  not  be  new  to  the  task  of 
Chancellor  of  the  Kxcheqiier  because 
he  held  the  same  post  in  the  Asquith 
Ministry  at  a  time  when  he  wa.  an 
out  and  out  Liberal.  His  politics  are 
now  changed  and  it  is  quite  apparent 
from  hi.  public  utterance,  that  they 

have  been  cVangiiiK  for  some  time 
He  wa.,  however,  such  a  strength  in 
the  Liberal  Party  that  Mr.  A.quith 
and  his  lieutenants  can  hardly,  with 
any  legitimate  reason,  criticize  his 
ability  as  Chancellor.  He  is  the  ideal 
man  for  the  post  and  Mr.  Baldwin 
has  shown  both  discernment  and  far- 
sightedness in  having  secured  him  for 
the  Ministry. 

Lord  Robert  CeciTs  place  in  British 
politics  has  been   indeterminate  lor 
some  time  past.

He  is  the 
chief  figure  in  the  League  of  Nations, 
the  Covenant  of  which  is  his  hlMru 
nient.    Lord  Robert  may  not  be  the 
most  brilliant  of  the  Cecils  but  he  is 
the  one  who  has  achieved  the  greatest 
reputation  within  recent  years  and 
bis  inclusion  in  the  Ministry  is  a  dis 
tinct  triumph  for    the  Conservative 
Party.   The  debating  strength  of  the 
Covernment  will  be  considerably  in 
creased  by  the  advent  of  such  men  a 
Mr.  McKeiRia  and  Lord  Robert  Cecil 
The  former  has  been  ill  and  for  ibe 
time  being  the  Prime  Minister  w 
carry  on  the  duties  of  Chancellor  ot 
the  Kxcfiequer  in  which  he  made  such 
an  excellent  record  since  being  given 
Cabinet  rank.

It  I.  skilful  propagandaf  but 
it  is  'i-arcely  honest.  .MI  authorities 
are  agreed  that  Canada  has  not  been 
recetviag  immigrant,  because  we 
have  been  repelling  them  from  our 
shores  instead  of  extending  a  w>el- 
come  hand  to  them.  We  have  sta- 
tioned guardian  angels  with  flaming 
swords  in  their  hands  at  every  gate- 
way to  the  country,  and  have  driven 
awav  most  of  the  people  that  desired 
to  come  m  and  possess  the  land.  We 
have  been  pursuing  a  miatakeo  policy, 
and  all  men  whose  vi-.!..!!  is  imt 
the  very  narrowest  kind  are  prepared 
to  admit  it.  But  we  have  seen  the 
error  of  our  ways  and  are  preparing 

to  revise  an  altogether  foolish  policy. 
•     •  • 

It  is  true  that  there  has  been  a 
large  emigration  from  Canada  to  the 
United  States.  There  always  has 
been  and  there  will  be  until  the  de- 
velopment of  the  rcsourcea  of  the 
country  results  in  the  creation  of  in- 
dustries that  will  provide  employ- 
ment not  only  for  the  native  popu- 
lation but  for  countless  numbers  of 
new  citizens.  Canada  is  still  mainly 
an  agricultural  country.  Agricultur- 
ists everywhere,  not  oaiy  in  Canada 
but  even  in  Great  Britain  an<l  the 
United  States,  arc  deserting  the  land 
and  congregating  in  the  cities.  The 
reasons  for  this  are  mainly  economic. 
They  have  nothing  whatever  to  do 
with  politics,  with  forms  of  govern- 
rnem  or  with  flags.  They  will  con- 
tinue until  in  the  natural  course  of 
events  an  adjustment  to  new  condi- 
tions has  l>een  effected.  Many  of  our 
young  men  are  going  to  the  United 
States  now;  in  proceM  of  time,  and 
the  process  is  not  gninsr  to  be  very 
long  because  there  arc  signs  of  a  re- 
action already,  hundreds  of  thousands 
ni  voung  American  =  will  be  flocking 
to  Canada  to  take  pari  in  the  indus- 
trial devclopflMBt  that  already  is  in 
sight

Mr.  Walsh  vouches  for  the  patriot- 
ism of  the  Sons  of  Canada.  We  do 
not  doubt  for  a  moment  the  Ibyalty 
of  the  members  of  the  organization. 
l!ut  there  has  been  a  suspicion  en- 
gendered that  certain  members  of  the 
body  are  trying  to  take  advantage  of 
their  position  for  purposes  that  may 
not  be  apparent  to  everybody.  Mr. 
Walsh  ha.  made  his  position  clear 
and  is  to' be  congratulated  not  only 
upon  the  ability  with  which  he  pre- 
sents his  caae,  but  for  the  candor 
with  which  he  states  it-  In  the  mean- 
time many  of  us  cannot  agree  with 
hira  that  a  man  cannot  be  a  true 
l  anadian  while  cherishing  a  deep  and 
abiding  love  for  his  native  land.  We 
might  as  well  be  told  that  a  son 
uhose  love  and  reverence  for  his 
mother  transcend  all  other  emotions 
cannot  be  a  true  and  faithful  haabaad. 

Canada  could  not  be  more  eom- 
jdetely  mistress  in  her  own  household 
under  any  flag  than  she  is  at  the 
|. resent  time  under  the  Union  Jack. 
Mr.  Walsh  as  a  re-ident  of  the  coun- 
try and  a  man  of  wide  experience  and 
extensive  information  knows  that.  He 
seems  to  believe  that  the  only  hope 
for  this  country  lies  in  our  hoisting 
md  doing  homage  to  a  new  flag.  Will 
ne  go  one  step  farther  and  tell  us 
whether  he  desires  to  up.et  all  exist- 
ing institutions  and  to  set  up  new 
ones.  A  further  exposition  of  his 
views  would  be  most  interesting.  His 
position  is  as  yet  just  a  trifle  vague.

At  the 
celebration  at  the  aaalt  la  Aagvat  of 
the  lOSth  annlvaraary  of  tha  dla* 
rovery  of  the  Bault  and  Lake  Super- 
ior, these  ojibways  are  lo  produce  an 
elaborate  pre«entation  on  two  after- 
noon's of  l.oiiKf.llow's  "Hiawatha." 
All  the  actors  will  be  (iJibwavK.  and 
ih<-.v  v^ill  -peak  ilH-ir  part-*  in  their 
own  laii.;u(;;e  1  dc  pN\  will  l»e  pro- 
duced at  the  river  front  at  the  ea*t 
end  of  tha  elty. 

Thirteen  years  ago  a  dosen  of  tha 
relatlvea  of  the  poet  L<ongfellow  via- 
Ited  the  Ueaerve.  to  aee  in  person  the 
country  referred  lo  In  the  poem.  The 
S;iult  IS  in  the  heart  of  the  lliuwalha 
couiitr\,  and  the  old  Indian  name  of 
the  (  ll\.  "I'nwilinc  '  <  ■■  i"  sr\er.tl 
timo.s  In  the  poem.  Tin  |>o<  i  «  daugh- 
ter wa.H  Rreatly  Interested  in  her 
hosts,  and  in  her  two  weeks'  vlait 
formed  a  high  opinion  of  tha  chief 
men  and  women  of  the  tribe.

L.oii|{ff  How  had  never  visited  the 
Sault,  but  had  rereived  his  informa- 
tion as  tu  the  waya  of  the  Ojibwaya 
and  their  legends  from  an  old  chief, 
who  was  tamporarlly  a  resident  on 
Long  Island  when  the  poet  met  him.

It  Is  Intereetins  to  note  that  the 
ancient  home  of  the  fijibwa\.s.  .ic- 
tordln^  to  the  Handbook  of  Ihe  In- 
di.  of  Cainid.i,  "  issucil  by  the  Do- 
minion Goveriiinent.  was  Alguma.  It 
is  a  curious  fact  that  the  Sault  ap- 
pears cunatant)y  in  recorded  hiatory 
for  a  longer  period  and  more  con- 
tinuously than  any  other  community 
in  Ontario.  For  this  reason,  the 
Sault  Indians,  their  cu>i(i:iis.  manner 
of  living,  their  wars  and  migrations, 
.ire  pretty  faithfully  chronicled  over 
.1  iiOK  period  of  time  .Safrurd.  the 
lieccdieci  hi.storian.  the  old  French 
Uel.itions,  .Nicholas  Ferrot.  Pere  Mar- 
Mueite.  Ln  Hontan,  Oalinee  and  a  bust 
of  other  writera  of  tha  17th  century, 
deal  with  tha  Sault  and  Its  Inhabi- 
tants. It  \n  recorded  th.if  there  were 
a, 600  people  th  ere  in  164  1,  ,ind  when 
Stj  Lusson  proclaimed  l-'iench  sov- 
ereignty over  the  Great  Lakes  in  1«71, 
til.-  -ame  number  of  ^OOpIS  WSrS  as- 
sembled there 

Th  <»|ibwa>  b.ind  on  the  Garden 
lliv<r  Ueserve,  alongside  the  Hault. 
numbera  nearly  500.  There  are  1,20S 
of  the  tribe.  In  the  district.  These 
aUll  refer  to  the  Sault  aa  Pawning, 
which  means  "The  Rapids."  c'ham- 
plaln's  map  of  163S  shows  eleven 
cabins  there,  seven  on  the  Canadlati 
and  four  on  the  American  side  of  the 
river  The  two  modem  Saults  pre- 
serve the  same  proportion  of  houses 
and  inhabitants.

This  Is  not 
only  a  magnificent  drawing  of  one  of 
the  oldcMt  and  most  pictureaque 
bridcaa  oC  Franca  but  ooaveya  in  ii  -i 
aomhra  akadowa,  iDteneifled  by  ih<- 
black  allhouetles  of  two  barge-horaea 
straining  their  way  along  the  tow 
path,  li  ^cnac  of  thr-  dram.i  and 
struggle  xvhteh  Is  forever  koIiir  on 
among  the  ancient  arehe.s.  This  la 
oAe  of  a  Kroup  of  Paris  etchings,  and 
one  of  the  flneat  In  the  collection. 
".Ndlre  Dame"  haa  an  original  treat- 
ment KUggeatinc  some  of  the  Japanese 
artiata'  mathods.  The  old  church  is 
seen  through  the  overhanging 
branches  of  a  tree  There  is  .nl.so  a 
pleture  of  the  Church  of  .si.  Nli  hol.-is 
of  Ihe  Thi.'<tle.s,  ;ind  oni-  of  ilio  Pont 
Neiif  which  i.M  very  fine.  Ktchings  of 
Ihe  Da^llica  at  Vesolas,  one  showing 
the  facade,  the  other  tho  Interior,  are 
of  araat  lotoroat  both  for  thalr  own 
sake  as  esahiplea  of  flne  art  and  for 
the  subject.  Theae  are  now  in  the 
I>lhrary  of  Congres.i  at  VVsphlnclfni. 
being  pert  of  the  set  of  fiurguQd^ 
etchings  purchased  for  that  cyioc- 
tion. 

hUlBilnaUoa  aC  l>«tall 

Another  particularly  atriklng  etch- 
ing Is  of  "The  Great  14tahles.  Chan- 
tllly,  "  whleh  Is  bold  In  treatment  and 
>ei  fiign^'in  perhaps  somethiticr  of 
ilie  ;iri|vt  v  ideiii  In  the  matirr  of  the 
.elimination  of  detail.  This  stable  has 
an  interesting  history.  It  was  be- 
queathed In  perpetuity  by  the  Due 
•rAumale,  the  third  aon  of  Loato 
Phillipe,  to  tha  Institut  de  Franca,  aad 
thus  pa.'ved  to  thft  nation. 

Among  the  other  pictures  In  the 
collection  are  "The  Htreet  of  the 
Lion'f*  I>oi.r,  l>iJoii."  "Chartres  Cathe- 
dral." '  The  Ari'aile.  Noyers."  "Notre 
Dame,  Pijon."  and — quite  different — 
a  glimpae  of  one  of  the  war  devaatated 
ireas  of  France. 

Mr.  l.iogan  went  to  Franca  with  tha 
American  Army,  and  when  the  war 
was  over  stayed  Itehind  and  made 
theae  beautiful  etchings.  It  In  Inter- 
esting to  learn  that  he  h;iil  not  done 
any  eti  hing  before  he  went  to  l-  rance. 
although  he  had  l>een  an  art  Htudent 
and  toiiehar  for  many  years.  He  waa 
asked  to  take  the  poaltlon  of  director 
of  the  Ballevue  art  tralning^ntra,  la 
which  capacity  ha  organkMd  art 
•  ifcs'  es  for  American  soldiers.  Among 
other  elaaaea  organized  was  one  fn 
etching,  and  he  himself  berame  so 
interested  in  the  subject  that  he  de- 
cided to  study  it  himself  This  very 
wonderful  collection  of  pictures  is 
part  of  the  result.

Founded  •*  yeara  ago,  the  Mlaaion- 

ary  Soeletv  had  150  misCionaries  in 
Ontario  and  Quehec.  12  In  Manitoba 
and  none  In  the  .\orthwest  Terntoi- 
ies  fifty  yeurs  ago,  when  in  1873  it 
was  decided  to  open  the  first  mission 
by  aending  Dr.  Georse  Cochran,  pas- 
tor of  tha  Metropollua  Church,  To- 
ronto, aad  Dr.  Davldaon  MaaDeaald 
to  Toklo.  Thirty-one  years  ago  the 
Wf'St  China  Mission  was  opened. 

"Both  inisHion.'i  have  prospered 
wonder'  . n li  the  question  now  is 

whether  the  work  has  got  beyond  the 
reaources  of  our  church."  aaya  the 
atatcment  "CerUinly  we  havo  not 
yet  given  the  maaaage  to  milllona  of 
people  in  China  and  Japan  who  have 
been  set  aside  for  our  ministrations 
and   for   no  other  missionaries." 

II  is  rf-ported  that  last  year  111  - 
lO.'i  treatments  were  given  in  Caii.i 
dian  Methodist  hoapitala  and  diapen- 
srrlea  In  China.  whJIa  tha  mlaalon 
praaa  la  tha  tWhIve  months  rolled 
out  3«,««*,0«»  pagea  of  Chrlatian  lit- 
erature in  four  Isnguagfs  of  Wesi 
China  and  Tibet.

Four 
schools  for  nursea  are  open,  a  dental 
college  la  training  Chlneae  dantiats, 
and  a  medical  aehool  Is  being  found- 
ed in  co-operation  with  othei 
churches  For  this  year  the  .<ppro- 
prlationi  for  medical  work  hiveheen 
cut  owing  to  the  increasing  deflclu.
